They 
will probaby remain closed till tin- 
midde of January.

London Opinion Approves Course Fol-

Montreal, Nov. 1. — A London cable 
says: Canadian telegrams received 
here lend to the fear that Canada may 
ho involved In the United States finan- 
cial troubles. It Is recognized hero 
that the Canadian bank system is

The letter is signed "Mrs. Mabel 
Lynch Ulosse, General Delivery, Win- 
nipeg, Manitoba," and states that the 
writer married a man supposed to he 
Uolone] Edmund Burke in Vancouver, 
but, later learned In- had a wife in 
Chicago, supposed to be a daughter of 
Germain, the grain millionaire, whom 
he deserted In the Palace hotel, San 
Francisco. The Chicago wife Is said 
to have secured a divorce from Burke, 
who then married the writer of the 
letter. 

The letter adds that Burke served 
terms In sevoral penitentiaries anil 
jails for forgery and embezzlements. 
Burke was arrested in St. Louis a few 
weeks after he was married in Den- 
ver, Colo., to Mrs. Leila Ball Flfer, 
daughter of a manufacturer at Deca- 
tur, Ills., where she went after his ar- 
rest In her company In St. Louis. 

When the St. Louis police searched 
his effects they found among them 
many cards indicating he had traveled 
under numerous aliases, one bearing 
the name of "Colonel Sir Henry Lynch 
Blosse." Burke's brldo said that her 
marriage to him at Denver was 
brought about by some of Denver's 
most influential citizens.

Montreal, Nov. 1. — A special London 
cable says: The National Review, 
published today, charges the Canadian 
authorities with suppressing criticism 
of Canadian conditions and terrorizing 
emigrants who have grievances against 
railways, land speculators, labor em- 
ployers, shipping and other Canadian 
concerns, by prosecutions for slander 
such as that of Houghland, of Taber, 
Alta., in January last, and i^t says that 
the leading British newspapers refuso 
publication of complaints. Bruco Wal- 
ker, Canadian emigration superintend- 
ent here, indignantly denies the alle- 
gations, and, says there is nothing more 
false. One has only to read British 
journals with their free publication of 
Canadian emigrants' experiences to 
realize how false. Canada will prose- 
cute paid assassins of Canada's repu- 
tation who, for purposes of their own, 
lie about Canadian conditions in order 
to divert emigration over other chan- 
nels. 

Mr. Walker, without, of course, mak- 
ing imputations of any kind In this 
particular case, pointed to a quarter 
column in the London Daily Telegraph 
on Wednesday last, entitled "Canlbal- 

Ism and HI lshed," giving terrible 

stories from Winnipeg that in North- 
ern Canada a starving mother had 
eaten her children, a starving man 
had eaten eight people nnd a feud be- 
tween two families ended in the kill- 
ing of twelve persons.

Mr. Carnegie Retired 
St. Andrew's, Scotland, Nov. 1. —

refused to contest his election. Lord 
Avebury this morning was formally 
declared to have been elected Lord 
Rector of the University of St. An- 
drew's. Mr. Carnegie had three' 
times been selected Lord Hector of 
the university, the first time in 1901. 
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New Westminster, B.C., Nov. 1,-4 
Ex-Reeve William Henry Ladner, of 
Ladner, B.C., one of the oldest and 
wealthiest pioneers of the* lower Main-, 
land, died today at the advanced age 
of 81 years. The laUe Mr. Ladner hadj 
been ill for several days and on Wed- 
nesday underwent an operation, which < 
proved too much for bis system. Ho 
was progressing favorably this morning 
but a change occurred resulting in 
death. 

The late Mr. Ladner was b'/rn in 
Cornwall, England, Nov. 28. 182(1, where 
he resided until 1848, wdien ho joined 
his father in Wisconsin, whither the 
latter had gone the previous year. Ho 
remained with his father for two years, 
at the end of Which he returned to his 
old home in England, where he re- 
mained some months and then rejoin- 
ed the family in Wisconsin. In 1S52 ho 
caught the gold fever and started ov- 
erland for California, the trip taking 
over live months from Omaha, Neb., 
to Sacramento, Cal. In 1858 he left 
the Golden State to participate in tho 
Eraser river rush, coming first to Vic- 
toria, from where he started for tho 
upper Eraser, his destination being 
Hope. There he engaged In mining 
and trading. Soon after his arrival 
be was appointed customs officer and 
government officer, having the honor 
of being the first constable appointed 
to act on the mainland. From 1859 to 
18G5 he engaged in freighting from 
Hope to the interior, an enterprise 
that nroved highly profitable at tho 
rates then in force. Following this 
ho tried packing into <*io Big Bend, 
country and lost all the money he had 
already made. In J868 he returned to. 
the lower Eraser and pre-empted 1G0, 
acres, at what is now known as Lad-i 
nor's. To this he added 480 acres by 
purchase. He has since followed 
farming out of which he made ;>-com-i 
petence. ' 

Tho late Mr. Ladner always took a 
prominent part in politics, being aJ 
staunch member of the Conservative 
partv. He represented the New West-i 
minster district in the legislature from 
ISSfi to lS'.lO, and was reeve of Delta 
almost continually from 1SS0 to IPOG.i 
He was a justice of the peace from 1S72 
and police magistrate for Delta for the 
past 1G years. 

Mr. Ladner was married twice, in 
1866 to Miss Mary A. Booth, of Iowa^ 
who died in 1S79. nnd In 18S0 to Mrs.i 
McLellan. of Clinton, B.C., who sur-1 
vivos him. Four children, all by his 
first wife, also survive him. They are:! 
Mrs. Fred Howay, of New Wcstmin-i 
ster; Mrs. W. J. Watson, of Ladysmith;i 
Miss Ma Harriet Ladner and Paul 
Edward Ladner. ■ - 1

INDIANS ARE ABUSED 

Captain Johnson's Report Shows That 
Utcs Rebelled Against Harsh 
Treatment 



Washington, Nov. 1. — Capt. John- 
son's report, dated Thunder Butte yes- 
terday, was received today by tbe Ad- 
jutant Genoral. He appeals to the au- 
thorities here to support him and 
cause Major Downs to abate his harsh 
treatment of the Indians. The report 
says that the Indians objected to send- 
ing their children to a distant board- . 
Ing school, the refusal being on the 
ground that Capt. Johnson had told 
them the children would be sent to 
school at the agency station. It adds 
that tbe agent has cut tho ration in 
half. Unit the Indians aro N sincere In 
their statement, and wislt to live In 
peace, that Downs refused to consider 
the Indians' promise, to comply with 
his orders and demands, amj that the 
application of "harsh and severe reme- 
dies" Is not the best policy. 

Capt. Johnson says that tho Utcs are 
very hungry, their women and children 
are suffering, and they believe they 
have been unjustly treated. 

Injured by Explosion. 

Winnipeg, Nov. 1 . — A dynamite ex- 
plosion occurred at. the railway sand 
pit at Bird's Hill today .that may prove 
fatal to two employees of tho com- 
pany, who were brought to this city by 
special train In a serious condition. 
Details of the accident are meagre. 



German Libel Suit. 
Berlin, Nov. 1. — The Harden -Moltkra 
case has entered on a new phase. It 
appears that the state attorney hns 
j decided to take tip the matter and. 
bring n suit against Herr Harden, edi- 
tor of Die Sukunft. before a bench of 
five judges. This decision apparently 
Is duo to the widespread opinion that 
General Count Kuno Von Moltke was 
hardly dealt with in last week's trial 
of the suit for libel against Herr liar- 
den. It also denotes a complete re- 
versal of the attitude of the state at- 
torney wdio originally bad refused to 
bring a suit against Herr Harden at 
General Von Moltke's Instance, leav- 
ing the latter to take private action on 
his own account.

London, Nov. 1. — The Berlin corres- 
pondent of the Standard says that tho 
Grand Duke of Baden, acting on the 
advice of the minister of justico has 
decided to commute the sentenco of 
death passed' on Karl Hau, formerly 
professor of Roman law at George

D. G, for the murder of Fran Molitor, 
his mother-in-law. to penal servitude 
for life. The decision Is regarded as 
being bnsed on tho view that tho evi- 
dence adduced at the trial .was not 
sufficient to justify Han's execution.

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BRITISH POLITICS. 

The opening of the British Parlia- 
ment is not far away, and already 
speculation is rife as to what legisla- 
tive measures will he dealt with. See- 
ing that the United Kingdom Is pop- 
ularly supposed to be "a land of 
settled government, " and to be strong- 
ly inclined lo conservatism in the non- 
political sense of the term, it is sur- 
prising how many and how vexatious 
aro tho problems with which the gov- 
ernment has to deal. Aa we all know, 
the British Constitution is always in 
a formative process, but to many peo- 
ple it will seem as if this were pro- 
grossing rather more rapidly at pres- 
ent than is favorable to the exercise 
of sound judgment. The Campbell- 
Bannerman ministry is a remarkable 
collection of individuals rather than a 
political combination dominated by 
some one mind. Even hid best Friends 
will not claim that the Prime Minis- 
ter is a man of commanding force and 
capable of Impressing his views upon 
his colleagues. Mr, Aaqulth, Mr. Hai- 
dane, .Mr. Blrrell and Mr. Lloyd-George 
are not dominated by their leader as 
Lord Salisbury's or Mr. Gladstone's 
colleagues were dominated respective- 
ly by them. Whether it is better for 
the state that a ministry should be 
constituted as that of Sir Henry's i-, 
Or that the Prime Minister should be 
tlie ruling mind may be an open ques- 
tion into which it is not necessary to 
enter at present. Wo are dealing with 
the prospective work of tho coming 
session. 

Last session was not conspicuously 
successful from a ministerial point of 
view. Most of the government meas- 
ures failed to take the form of stat- 
utes, and those that did were so al- 
tered from their original shape, that 
If they had not been tagged, their 
own fathers would not have recognized 
them. The great obstacle in the way 
of the ministerial programme was the 
House of Lords, and there is no very 
great reason for supposing that this 
very august body has seen the error 
of its ways. There has been no great 
popular expression of indignation at 
the manner In which it has exercised 
its constitutional powers, and while 
most Canadians find it difficult to un- 
derstand how any free people can tol- 
erate a hereditary chamber, wo all 
recognize that this is a matter for the 
people of the United Kingdom to de- 
termine among themselves, and they 
certainly have not gone to much 
trouble to show that they are in sym- 
pathy with the Prime Minister's ex- 
pressed determination to try conclu- 
sions with the hereditary branch. 

Among the subjects to be dealt witli 
at t lie forthcoming session is educa- 
tion. The difficulty in dealing with 
tills is the demand for religious in- 
struction and control. This is not 
confined, as many people think, to the 
Established Church. The Roman 
Catholics also demand it, and the 
Non-conformist bodies are very far 
from being a unit against religious in- 
struction. This feature of education 
has always been prominent In the 
United Kingdom, and we In America 
will hardly claim that its omission 
from our school systems has been at- 
tended with unmixed advantages. It 
is an exceedingly difficult question, 
and while it may be very easy, as some 
of the English papers seem to find it. 
to make merry over the embarrass- 
ment caused by conflicting claims 
upon a problem, which conn's exceed- 
ingly close home to a very large pro- 
portion of the population, it cannot be 
disposed of by a cleverly turned sen- 
tence or a piece of biting sarcasm. 
There are measures in regard to small 
landowners and land values In Scot- 
land, which the Lords disposed of in 
summary fashion, and are to come up 
again. Sir Henry may not even on a 
second trial be able to make the 
measures acceptable to both Mouses. 
This is legislation of a class unknown 
as yet in this country, being the out- 
come of social and economic condi- 
tions to which we tire strangers. The 
liquor traffic is to be dealt with, and 
a local option measure, to apply to 
Wales, Is promised. An Increase in 
license rates, so as to furnish a rev- 
enue out of which an old-age pen- 
sion fund may be provided is also 
talked of, These are measures of a 
highly contentious character, and 
while the government majority may 
he strong enough to carry them 
through the Commons, their fate else- 
where Is exceedingly problematical. 

The tone of the loading English 
Conservative papers seems to be one 
of confidence that the government 
difficulties will increase, rather than 
diminish, so far as the House of 
Lords Is concerned. They seem to take 
it for granted that. Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bunnerman, with :i great major- 
ity in the popular branch, will find all 
his efforts at legislation rendered 
abortive by the Influence of Mr. Bal- 
four In the hereditary chamber. If this 
is the case, U Is to be greatly re- 
gretted for it will precipitate a crisis 
that will be far more acute than it 
ought to bo. Oneo It becomes iridulfest 



that a majority of tho Lords are sim- 
ply so many tools in the hands. of the 
'Conservative leader, there will be in- 
troduced into British politics a fea- 
ture which may prove exceedingly 
dangerous. If It Is seen that tho Lords 
cannot take an impartial view of pub- 
lic 'measures, the very reason for the 
existence of the upper chamber as a 
part of the legislative machinery of 
the country will be gone. Taking the 
situation all round, John Bull has a 
sufficient number of troubles of his 
own just at tills particular time. 

THE SONGHEES RESERVE 

On Thursday tho Colonist said it 
seemed as if Sir. Temploman did not 
oxpect to bo able co accomplish any- 
thing in the direction of settling the 
Songliees Reserve question, but in last 
night's Times appears a statement 
from that gentleman, which indicates 
that be hopes to arrive at a satisfac- 
tory result within a monh or two. We 
do not feel very confident that tho 
Minister will make as rapid progress 
as lie anticipates, but it is satisfactory 
to be assured by him that progress is 
being made. He has taken the course, 
which tho Colonist said some time ago 
was tho only one likely to be attended 
with success, and has put himself in 
personal communication with the In- 
dians and met them in friendly discus- 
sion. He sums up his view of the out- 
look in the following sentence: 

My plan simply is to deal with the 
Songliees as they have a right to ex- 
pect white men to deal with them. 
While they have, like white people, 
their own ideas of what their rights 
are, they are open to reason and argu- 
ment, and I have the conviction that 
they will not, after full consideration, 
I refuse to meet the wishes of the gov- 
ernment. But it will not help to solve 
ja most difficult question if unfriendly 
j comment is made and unfriendly acts 
| arc committed. There is rt better way, 
I ami I am trying to pursue it. 
| Every Victorian, Irrespective of what, 
his politics are, will be glad if Mr. 
Tompleman succeeds in his efforts. We 
have refrained from comment upon 
the subject because it did not seem 
desirable to embarrass him in any 
effort that he might make. Our refer- 
ences to the subject, so far as we now 
recall thorn, were two, thaC is since 
Mr. TempJ£man's return to tho city. 
One was to express the hope that he 
would not return to Octawa leaving 
tho question as he found it, and the 
other that above referred to. Wo hope 
that tlie next one will be to chronicle 
the successful ending of an exceeding- 
ly long drawn-out dispute. 



IMMIGRATION 

Mr. Philllpps-Wolley certainly whet- 
ted public curiosity by his statement 
at the meeting of the Navy League 
that he had been asked by Lord 
Hindlip to act as agent for the Cen- 
tral Emigration Society of Great Bri- 
tain. There will be general accord 
with the statement that Mr. "Woliey 
will bring to bear upon the discharge 
of whatever duty the position imposes 
a great deal of energy and a thorough 
knowledge of conditions in British Co- 
lumbia. He said that lie expected to 
be aide to make tin important an- 
nouncement very soon, and it will be 
awaited with much Interest. Mean- 
while it may be interesting to mention 
that Baron Hindlip, the third baron of 
that name, is tlie present head of the 
wealthy Allsopp family. He is only 
thirty years of age and served in the 
South African war. It is understood 
that associated witli him are a number 
of wealthy people. 

Great interest will be fe't in the 
direction which the efforts of this so- 
ciety will take. Undoubtedly there are 
many thousands of people in tlie 
United Kingdom, who would make ex- 
cellent colonists, .although they may 
require assistance of a kind and to an 
extent, which no government would 
feel justified in giving. It is incumbent 
upon the Wealthy classes to provide for 
these people. The element of the 
population, which depends for its 
power upon agitation, is hostile to all 
emigration policies. Settle many of the 
thousands of English people, who are 
living on the ragged edge of poverty at 
home, in souk- of the outlying parts of 
the Empire, where they can make a 
good living f<>r themselves anil bring 
up their families in comfort, and the 
need for the so-called Socialist reforms 
will be correspondingly reduced. If 
such a policy of emigration is not 
adopted, tlie conditions in tlie crowded 
centers of population will soon become 
even more serious than they now are. 
Hence we hail with unqualified pleas- 
ure that an association of the kind, 
which Mr. Woliey is to represent, will 
shortly be engaged in active operations. 



It is tin.' reverse of depressing to 
be told that the opinion prevails 
amongst the jobbers of Chicago that 
the present disturbance of financial 
cnditlons may bring in its wake a 
general and substantial reduction in 
the cost of living all over the contin- 
ent. 



The festival of Thanksgiving was 
celebrated in a notable fashion at 
Toronto by tlie holding of an inter- 
denominational conference, at which it 
was determined to inaugurate a na- 
tional movement for moral reform. All 
who have the best Interests of Canada 
at heart will welcome action along 
this line. 



Mr. W. .1. Cower, of 154 Fern wood 
Road, brought to tho Colonist office 
yesterday a plate of luscious plums 
of the Yellow Egg variety, being a 
number of second crop which lie had 
just picked in his garden. We wonder 
if there is any other point in Canada 
where a showing of this kind could bo 
made on tlie first day of November? 



One by one the pioneers go to their 
rest. This morning we rend the death 
of David Hart, for forty-eight years 
a resident of Victoria. The late Mr.

honorable one, and ho leaves behind 
him many who will regret his death, 
even though his life was prolonged to 
nearly four-score years. He possessed 
in a rare degree the quality of loyalty 
to those who enjoyed his friendship. 

. Tho proVlnce of New Brunswick, 
with an area less than twice that of 
Vancouver Island, has given J-,305,- 
000 in cash for railway subsidies, 
bonds to the value of $801,200 and 
1,(100,000 acres of land, and is now 
offering to guarantee the bonds of the 
Canadian Northern for something 
like $1,500,000 to secure the building 
of a railway through tho western halt 
of the province, where there is one 
already, and there will shortly be 
another, namely tho National Trans- 
continental. 



Those who have recently visited the 
Eraser valley report that unparalleled 
prosperity prevails In that section. 
The crops did splendidly and settlers 
are pouring Into tho district by hun- 
dreds. As indicative how Industry is 
flourishing, we may mention that the 
output of the Chlllivvack and Edonbank 
creameries for the present year will 
reach the enormous total of half a 
million pounds, while tho orchards of 
that section have produced over a 
hundred tons of fruit this season, 
nearly half of which has been shipped 
to eastern markets. 



We aro very glad to observe that a 
special effort is being exerted in the 
direction of putting a stop to the prac- 
tice, winch prevails to an alarming 
extent in the North coast districts, of 
supplying liquor to Indians. The. red 
man becomes simply crazed when he 
consumes tlie vile stuff labelled 
"whiskey," which is sold to him at fa- 
bulous prices, and much of the crime 
which prevails among his race can 
be attributed to the' curse of drink. 
Popular opinion wilt support the au- 
thorities in resorting to the most dras- 
tic methods to punish tho offenders In 
this regard.

Finest in the city, at McDow- 
ell's drug .store." One would Imagine 
that, if the newcomers now pouring 
into Vancouver see the advertisement, 
they might be seized with a desire to 
come over and visit the land of flowers 
and sunshine. 



It Is announced that the Victoria 
Terminal system, which is more gen- 
erally spoken of as the Victoria & 
Sidney railway, although It Is not, we 
understand, strictly a part of that con- 
cern, Is to pass Into the hands of the 
Victoria, Vancouver & Eastern rail- 
way company. This is in accordance 
with a letter written some time ago 
by Mr. James J. Hill to a resident of 
tills city, in which be specifically 
stated that the western terminus of 
his Canadian system would be In Vic- 
toria. The way we look at the mat- 
ter is that it will be better for Vic- 
toria and the Saanlch Peninsula to 
have the V, & S. railway become part 
of a through line, and to permit some 
other Interest to develop a system of 
electric railways. Tlie railway Is not 
conveniently located for tlie purpose 
or an electric line. The latter ought 
to follow the highways, so as to come 
through the centre of tlie populated 
districts and bring accommodation to 
every man's gate. 



The coming of Mr. G. D. EConiar to 
this city is an incident of more than 
usual interest. .Mr. Komar, whose 
card describes him as "Member and 
Worker of the Dev Samaj," which is 
a religious, social and mora] society 
in India, proposes to remain here for 
a considerable period, and will watch 
tile welfare of his fellow Hindus. He 
will endeavor to see that they are in- 
structed in English, at least sufficient- 
ly to enable them to transact the 
business for which they aro qualified, 
and thai their conditions generally 
ar • ameliorated as much as possible. 
We gather from what he says that he 
is id' the opinion that Hindu Immigra- 
tion ought to cease for tlie present at 
least. Contrary to what most people 
hero think, he states that very many 
of the Hindus now here aro landown- 
ers at home, who have found it dif- 
ficult to make a living because of the 
lack of water for irrigation purposes 
in that part of the Punjab where they 
formerly resided. Ho says Hint they 
came on their own responsibility for 
the purpose of seeing what room there 
is here for the surplus population of 
their own country. 



The Lemleux Act has been Invoked 
by the miners employed at tho Hill- 
crest collerles and a line of $200 im- 
posed on tin! company. It was proved 
to tlie satisfaction of the magistrate, 
who tried the case at Frank, that the 
law had been disregarded by the post- 
ing of a notice locking out tlie men 
while an arbitration board was still 
sitting for the purpose of attempting 
to settle the dispute. It Is said that 
this is the first conviction recorded 
under the Act. Assuming that tlie 
facts were as found by the court, it 
is difficult to understand the motive 
id' the company in attempting to set 
the law at defiance. The Act Is none 
too popular amongst tho wage-earn- 
ers, and therefore it would appear 
that tills Incident at Hlllcrest was 
most unfortunate, as being calculated 
to increase tlie feeling or mistrust 
witli which the pleasure Is now re- 
garded In some quarters, although the 
imposition of a line will counteract

for a moment with that of the re- 
pavement of Government street. When 
we say that the greatest indignation 
prevails among all classes at tho In- 
activity of the city council In 1 , at- 
tempting to remedy the grievance, we 
have not told the worst of tho slt- 
uatlon. A prominent merchant said 
to the Colonist yesterday tjhat the 
previous evening he was aboard an 
out-going steamer at the ocean dock, 
and had heard the bitterest comment 
about the condition of Government 
street from some of the passengers 
who hud been up town. It Is clear 
from this that the Inconvenience to 
which residents of the city are put Is 
a small matter compared with the 
damage which will be done the repu- 
tation of the city by the Impressions 
formed by visitors. Dozens of sug- 
gestions are being advanced as to what 
ought to be done to repair tlie thor- 
oughfare temporarily, but the people 
will look for something in tlie way of 
tin immediate remedy from the ser- 
vants <>f the city who .'ire paid sal- 
aries to keep our streets in good 
order.

Accordingly tho criminal code pro- 
vides that n railway man may be put 
on trial for his liberty. 

Is a railway company to be re- 
deemed from Its responsibility for vio- 
lations of the criminal code by the 
jurisdiction of the railway conimls- j 
slon? 

Then railway men should lie re- 
deemed from their responsibility to, 
tho criminal code by the Jurisdiction 
of some tribunal less dreaded than the 
court of criminal lustiee.

ALLEGED MURDER 
MAMS HIS ESCAPE 

Man Who Shot Another at 
. Keremeos Gets Away 
Free 



' Shusvvap, B. C, Nov. 1. — Hines, the 
man committed to stand for the mur- 
der of Nelson Chance, sit Lvoremeos, 
wiiile In charge of Constable Gardom, 
of Enderby, on ht3 way to the jail at 
Kamloops, escaped from train here and 
took to the hills smith of town. Re- 
quests have been wired to various 
polnta for a bloodhound with which 
to pick up the trail. It is feared that 
the trailing of the prisoner will be no 
easy Job as the country is difficult and 
the prisoner will have had several 
hours' start. 

The crime for which Hines was com- 
mitted for trial was the shooting of 
Nelson Chance at Keremeos on the 
morning of the 21st. The story of the 
crime- as developed at the preliminary 
hearing was that on the evening of the 
20th, several of the men about town 
sat into a. game of stud-poker, at 
Kirby's hotel, Keremeos. 1 1 lues, who 
was k a stranger to all the players, was 
cashier. The game continued until 12 
o'clock, when a pal of Hines, by the 
name of Ed. Wilson, came in. Hines 
turned to him, and picking some money 
up out of the cashier's box, said "Here, 
Ed., here's the money 1 owe you." Ho 
then paid for a drink out of his own 
money, remarking it ought to be 
enough to pay for the use of the money 
for the time being. The frame then 
went on until o o'clock, and then broke 
up. When the players then went to 
Hines to cash in, he said; "Boys, I 
have no money, its all gone." 

A search then was made for Wilson, 
but he was nowhere to be found. This 
theft of their money by Hines natur- 
ally enraged the boys and they con- 
menced to buffet him round, Chance 
hit him a couple of open-handed slaps 
and he was mauled around consider- 
ably, but was never once struck by a 
clenched fist, The bar-tender finally 
ended the matter by kicking him out 
of doors. 

N A short time after this Chance had 
occasion to go outside, .and returning 
reported Hines as hanging around out- 
side. He then suggested giving Hines 
a scaie, and throwing open the door, 
rushed out at him, Hines immediately 
taking to his heels. An idea struck the 
remainder of the crowd that a fellow 
who would have the nerve to hang 
around after acting as Mines hail, 
might be capable of doing much worse 
and they started In pursuit of the fly- 
ing men. 

Hines ran hard, but hearing Chance 
..coming up, he allowed him to get 
within about ten feet,. when, turning 
around suddenly, be tired at him with 
a 32 Smith & Wesson revolver, the 
bullet struck Chance over a rib it little 
below the heart, and glancing on (lie 
bone went around the body, making a 
purely superficial wound, lodging near 
the back bone. 

The wound had no Immediate effect 
on Chance, for he Immediately closed 
with his assailant, .and throw him, 
Hines falling with the arm holding the 
revolver doubled under him. This pro- 
vented the murderer from using the 
weapon again. Chance then called for 
help and the crowd which had followed 
the men from the saloon arrived, one 
of them tried to take the weapon away 
from Hines, but was unsuccessful un- 
til the bartender of the K'irby hotel 
had choked him into partial uncon- 
sciousness. Chance then arose to his 
feet and with the remark: "Well, boys, 
I guess he's got me," kicked Hines on 
the side of the head once and stamped 
on his face onco, leaving marks which 
Hines still carries. 

Chance then collapsed and was car- 
ried away and given Into the care of a 
physician. Although the wound was 
not a fatal one and in spite of the 
doctor's repeated assurance that the 
wound was not fntal. Chance gradually 
sank expiring about " o'clock in the 
afternoon of the 21st. 

The autopsy, performed shortly after 
death, showed the brain in perfect con- 
dition, but the heart was weak, helng 
very flabby, and the opinion of the 
doctor at the preliminary hearing was 
that Chance's death was caused by 
shock, caused by the Impart of (he 
bullet in the vicinity of a very weak 
heart. The wound was a most painful 
one, and this fact, despite the repeated 
assurances of the doctor to the con- 
trary, is believed to have caused the 
wounded man to believe that his case 
was much more serious than It really 
was, and In this way aided In causing 
his collapse.

He stated that 
lie felt very strongly that these em- 
ployment agencies, were practically re- 
sponsible for a good deal of the pres- 
ent trouble, which had occasioned 
much concern and was now a matter 
of negotiation between the Covern- 
tnents of Canada rind Japan. 

Commissioner King made good pro- 
gress yesterday in the Investigation 
of claims and It Is expected that the 
sessions of the commission will end 
tonight or tomorrow

HEAVY IM MIGRATION 

Present Year Shows Increase— Super- 
intendent Scott on Asiatic 
Influx 



Toronto, Out., Nov. 1.— W. D. Scott, 
Dominion superintendent of Immigra- 
tion, who is In the city today, said: 
"If the last two months of the year 
do as well as the first ten, we will have j 
brought into Canada 2:10,000 immi- 
grants this year, as against 215,000 
last year." 

The Increase this year was largely j 
from Great Britain and the continent 
of Europe, thore having been n slight 
falling off in the flow of settlers from 
tho United States, due to the severe 
conditions last winter. , 

Discussing the Japanese question,' 
llr. Scott expressed the opinion thai 
the trouble was over and that as a re- 
sult tho mission of Mr. Lemleux to 
Japan Immigration to Canada would 
be restricted. Tlie trouble In Vancou- 
ver he attributed to labor unions. Mr. 
Scott declare '. that the Hindu Immi- 
gration was utterly useless to the 
country and should be curtailed. Chin- 
ese labor was good, if limited to cer- 
tain kinds of labor.

KARATAGH DISASTER 

Loss of Life Net So Groat As at First 
Reported — All Houses Levelled 
by the Shocks 

Bokhara, Turkestan, Nov. I.— The 
firs! reports of the catastrophe at 
Karatagti were exaggerated. Instead 
of fifteen thoutvmd persons being 
killed, only about 200 lost their lives. 
Most of them perished under the 
landslide, which buried If, of the 600 
houses »of the town. 

Karatogh is situated In a small nar- 
row amphitheatre among lofty lulls, 
the Karatagh mountain hanging over 
it on one side and a river (lowing on 
the other. On the night of the re- 
cent earthquake a ureal section of 
the mountain broke away and .slid 
rapidly upon tho town. Houses there 
were already falling on all sides from 
tlie violence of tho earth shocks, and 
many of the luckless Inhabitants, un- 
able to escape through the narrow 
streets encumbered by debris, wero 
caught and buried. No buildings iii 
the town were, left standing, tho

Willie real estate activity In tho city 
of Victoria has been well heralded and 
the advance In prices and the more 
prominent sales have been duly re- 
corded in the public press, but little 
notice lias been taken of the devel- 
opment and filling up of tho farming 
sections within easy reach of tho city. 
A sale of a lot may not help anyone 
except the man who sells, hut the sale 
of a farm means tho advent of a now 
producer who will spend tho wealth 
he produces in Hie community. 

The demand Cor farms has been 
brisk all tho year and many new yet- 
tlcrs have come in to the different 
sections, but one of the most active, 
districts has been the 1'ertllo Islands, 
that lie along the gulf of Georgia. 
They enjoy a mild climate, fertile soil, 
good communications with the city, 
and on tho larger ones are schools and 
all tlie accompaniments of prosperous 
rural life. 

The firm of Grubh & Cayzer, with 
offices In the Market building by the 
V. und S. depot, make a specialty of 
farming lands and have paid a great 
deal of attention t.) the islands. They 
report a number of sales made recent- 
ly, especially on Gallano Island, where 
properties have been changing hand '' 
freely at increasing prices. Discuss- 
ing the situation yesterday, Mr. Qrubb 
said: 

"There has been a very good de- 
mand for farming lands lately, espe- 
cially among the Islands. The buyers 
are in most instances well to do peo- 
ple with a knowledge' of farming, who 
ought to make a very valuable class I 
of settlers. Artisans also are invest- 
ing their savings quit' 1 largely in theso 
properties, and they take most jf tho 
small pan els put on the market. On 
Gallano and several o£ the other 
islands a. man can make a comforta- 
ble living on a small, well selected 1 
holding. He can also enjoy most ofl 
the advantages of civilized life. They 
get the mall several times a week, 
they have good schools, good roads, lt| 
is an excellent fruit growing section, j 
and there is also excellent fishing and 
shooting. 

"On Gallano island unimproved prop- 
erty which has no waterfront will] 
average about $10 an acre, but lands 
on the water are worth from $50 to 
$200 an acre according to location, de- 
sirable beaches enhancing the price 
considerably. Inland farms are fetch- 
ing from $50 to $100 an acre, accord- 
ing to the quality of the soil and tho 
class of the Improvements. Generally 
speaking the island people object to 
publicity being given to their trans- 
actions, but among recent sales I 
might mention 1G0 acres in section 13 
on Gallano Island. This was improved 
with a small house and outbuildings, 
with ten acres cleared, about 25 
slashed and some good timber on the 
remainder. Wo sold also another 
tract of 100 acres close to the wharf 
at tho north end of the same island. 
This was Improved with a log house 
and outbuildings and included about 
GO acres of bottom land. Tho pur- 
chaser is an old Jvlondikor, who made 
a substantial clean up in the Yukon 
and wanted a pleasant home for the 
rest of his days. Wo also sold recent- 
ly -seven acres In the south part of 
the island witli a very nice house 
on It. 

••one of the nicest places we have 
sold lately was mi Pender island. The 
purchaser was a well-to-do stockman 
from Nicola valley near Kamloops, who 
said he wanted to spend the rest of 
his days in a decent climate. He 
bought 05 acres of first-class land, 
practically all cleared and under the 
plough, it had an unusually good 
house and outbuildings of all descrip- 
tions us well a.s a line orchard. An- 
other sale was that of IS acres on 
Mayne Island, all cleared, with a nice 
house on it. We have also sold 100 
acres of unimproved land on Pender 
Island lately." ' 

Among other sales reported from 
the islands lately, not included among 
those made by Grubb .V Cayzer, were 
115 acres on Pender island which 
fetched $000 and was sold chiefly for 
I the wood that was on it. Another plot 
of 75 ucres of unimproved land on the 
same, island sold recently for $700. 

There have also been several large 
individual transactions during the last 
few months.

Mr. Baker which boasts an un- 
usually commodious bouse. Ho bought 
all told 800 acres at a totnl C0.3I of 
$32,noo. it must be remembered that 
be boughl nothing bul the cream of 
whal was offered, as such figures 
are away abovo ordinary prices. The 
I price also Included an Immense 
i amount of equipment ami Improve- 
I ment of all kinds. lie lias 20 Belgian 
laborers working on his estnte. The 
I details of the purchase an-: 385 acres 
I bought from Hodgson & Mac-kiln for 
< $20,000, being prr/bably tin- best farm 
on tho high island ami is in a high 
\ stab- of cultivation and fully equipped 
In all rospects; 05 acres bought from 
Alee Craig fm- $3,800: 190 acres 
bought from Mr. Sinclair for $-1,000; 
and 100 acres bought from Mr. Baker 
for $5,000 upon which he has taken up 
Ills residence. 

Mrs. Morgan Morgan of Victoria has 
also bought a place on the west coaal 
of Gallano island. She is laying out 
beautiful grounds with ornamental 
shrubs and so forth, ami intends to 
make a very pretty home there.

A number of articles, relics and 
souveBirs of Simon Fraser, the first 
white man to explore the Frase. - 
river, after whom it is named, and 
one of the lii'si of tlie pioneers of this 
province have been received by 10. o. 
s. Schoiefleiti, provincial librarian^ 
for the government library.

WOMAN'S WORK 

In the old city of Leicester, Fng- 
land, there is a woman minister. She 
preaches in the Free Christian church 
and is a Unitarian. This young lady, 
for she is young and handsome, Is a 
graduate of Edinburgh university, and 
spent three years training for the min- 
istry at Manchester college, Oxford. 
Her name is Gertrude A r on Petzold, 
and is, as her name would indicate, a 
German. 

The Ontario department of agricul- 
ture has recently issued a very neat 
volume called Hand Rook of Women's 
Institutes. The Woman's Institute Is 
growing very popular in Ontario. It 
was established ten years ago. In 1000 
there were 33 institutes with a mem- 
bership of l.fiOO. Last year there were 
420 organizations, with a membership 
of 11,000. 

The objast of ihe Woman's Instituto 
Is "the dissemination of knowledge re- 
lating to domestic economy, including 
household architecture, with special 
attention to home sanitation, a better 
understanding of the economic and 
hygienic value of foods, clothing and 
fuels, and a more scientific care and 
training of children with a view to 
raising the general standard of health 
and morals of our people." 

With the view of promoting these 
objects women meet at least live times 
a year lor instruction and discussion 
No distinction of class or creed is re 
cognized and each is nee to contribute 
what she can to the success of the in- 
stitute. 

The subjects jtudied ami discussed 
have a. very Wide range and embrace 
almost everything In any way con- 
nected with the making of a happy 
home. She must be a very conserva- 
tive woman indeed who does not be- 
lieve that people derive benefit from 
interchanging Ideas on any subject at 
which they are at work and In which 
they are Interested. In the neighbor- 
hood of Victoria so many women nro 
engaged In gardening, poultry raising 
or dairying on a small scale that It 
might bo very profitable for them to 
como together periodically and give 
one another the benefit of their experi- 
ence.

AMATEUR DEFINITION 
CONSIDERED NARROW 

Organization of New Provincial 
Union is Favored by Lo- 
cal Athletes ' 




The Y.M.C.A. of this city will bo 
represented at the gathering of ama- 
teur sportsmen of British Columbia, 
at Vancouver today when the proposal 
to consider the formation of a British 
Columbia Amateur Athletic union will 
be discussed by representatives from 
all the prominent athletic bodies in 
the province. W. J. Findlay, physical 
director of the local association, left 
this morning by the steamer Princess | 
Victoria for the Terminal City and will 
look after the interests of Victoria 
athletes at the meeting tonight. 

The amateur definition of the Cana- 
dian Amateur Athletic Union, which 
at present is the governing body In 
amateur sport on the Pacific coast, is 
considered altogether too narrow by 
British Columbia sportsmen and there 
is a general feeling that a provincial 
amateur union with a less strict de- 
finition of an amateur would be more 
beneficial for sporl in general. 

The chief objection coast amateurs 
have to the C.A.A.U. definition of an 
amateur is that it is too narrow, in 
thai any man who competes with or 
agaln>-t a professional In any game, 
even though lie be a strict amateur 
himself, is himself made a profession- 
al. This is what happened in the re- 
cent instance of the visit of the Tor- 
onto Tecumseh lacrosse (dub to the 
New Westminster exhibition, when 
nearly forty athletes were declared 
professionals for playing with them, 

Mr. Findlay is of the opinion that a 
provincial union should be formed 
with the amateur definition broadened 
so that only the men who take cash 
for their services in sport shall be 
professionalized. Tf the present ama- 
teur ruling were strictly interpreted 
Mr. Findlay believes that there would 
not be an amateur In the province, and 
he considers that absurd. lie will be 
prepared to vote in favor of the or- 
ganization of the new athletic union 
with a new amateur definition.

Victoria Machinery Depot Se- 
cures Contract For Work 
t on Vessel

Tlio steamers Tartar and Charmer 
Mill both bo repaired .it Victoria. The 
[Victoria, Machinery depot was yester- 
'day morning awarded the contract for 
repairing the Tartar and the work will 
lie done at the Esquimau drydock 
iwhero the steamer is at present. The 
contract for tlio repairs to tlio steam- 
er Charmer will go either to the Brit- 
ish Columbia Marine railway or the 
[Victoria Machinery depot, which firms 
uione have tendered for the work. Four 
tenders were put in for the repairs 
necessary to tlio steamer Tartar, which 
Included the renewing of eleven 
jilates, seven frames and four beams, 
two of which would bo repaired and 
replaced while the other two will bo 
taken out. The tenderers included 
two local firms and two from tho 
Bound. Tho tenders were referred to 
Montreal and the lowest, which was 
that of tho Victoria Machiney depot. 
Jias been accepted. The work will cost 
in the neighborhood of $10,000. The 
two tenders for repairing the Charmer 
liavo also been referred to Montreal, 
and it is probable that tho contract 
iivlll bo awarded today. 

The work of repairing the Charmer 
Involves more than that of putting 
tho Tartar in seaworthy condition, for 
25 new plates, three of them stringer 
plates, will have to be replaced in the 
vessel's bow, as well as four beams, 
eight frames, and much Incidental 
■work, including among other things, 
n new Htem and forefoot. It is proba- 
ble that tenders for the repairs to the 
Charmer would also have been re- 
ceived from Puget Sound firms, as 
well as for the Tartar repairs, but the 
libels which still hang over the Charm- 
er as a result of her collision with the 
Wteumer Willamette some years ago, 
make it inadvisable to have her tak- 
en to tlio United States waters where 
marshals might again libel her at any 
time for the old mishap. It is proba- 
ble that the work of repairing the 
Tartar will be completed within three 
weeks and the steamer will then pro- 
reed to Kobe to he handed over to the 
Japanese who purchased her, together 
With her sister liner, the Athenian. 



GOVERNMENT TELEGRAPH 
LINE IS TAKEN OVER 



Office Being Constructed at Post Office 
and Operator is Appointed for 
New Service 



The government, telegraph line on 
the west coast of Vancouver island 
whicli connects Victoria with Port 
San Juan, Carmanah, Cape Beale, 
Pachena, Banfield Creek, Ucluelet, Al- 
berni and .Clayoquot, has been taken 
over from the ('. P. R. Telegraph com- 
pany which heretofore managed tho 
business of the line in connection with 
its own, and from now on will be con- 
ducted by the Public Works depart- 
ment of tin- Dominion government. 

E. .1. Haughtnn, who lias retired 
from the C. P. it. telegraph office tn 
take over the supervision of the local 
wireless telegraph station for the Do- 
minion government wireless service, 
looked after the west coast wire in 
connection with bis regular business 
us an operator of the C. p. R. tele- 
graph office, but only by day. Wil- 
liam Dee lias been appointed to the 
charge of the telegraph service for tho 
Public Works department and carpen- 
ters are now at work building a small 
office on tile main floor of the post- 
office building near the. northern en- 
trance, .o be used as the public office 
of the service. The (service will bo 
maintained 24 hours daily instead of 
only by day as formerly. 

Whether any arrangement to report, 
inbound shipping will be made has not 
yof boon decided, and the date of the 
opening of the service' has not been 
determined, owing to tho necessity of 
securing permission from the tele- 
phono company to run the connecting 
wires to the postofflce building over 
the telephone company's poles.

SIGNALLING SHIPPING 

New Regulations for Reporting 
and Communicating With 
Vessels 



DECLINE IN BUILDING 

Lloyd's Returns Show That Ship Con- 
struction is Falling off ■ 

Tho quarterly returns issued by | 
Lloyd's Register indicate a further de- 
cline in activity in the shipbuilding 
Industry of the United Kingdom. At 
the end of September there wero un- 
der construction in the shipyards of 
the United Kingdom 460 vessels of 1,- 
0S0.OS7 tons showing a decrease of 
170.000 tons, as compared with the end 
of June, and 185,000 tons as compared 
with tho end of September, l!)0(i. The 
Clyde yards show the largest reduc- 
tion in tonnage under construction, 
with Glasgow and Greenock coming 
next. As regards shipbuilding abroad, 
Germany loads the way with 236,348 
tons under construction, the United 
States following with 113,072 tons. 
France, 107,95") tons, Japan, S0.S00 tons, 
and Italy, 71.SS5 tons. 



SCHOONER IS ASHORE 
ON PROTECTION ISLAND 



Willie R, Hume Drove Ashore 
During Gale Yesterday 
Morning 



Tho big lumber schooner Willie R. 
Hume on her way from San Fran- 
cisco, her home port ,to Everett to 
load another cargo of lumber drove 
ashore yesterday morning at Protec- 
tion island, which, with its outlying 
bank, shoals slowly and for the most 
part has a good beach, it lies at the 
entrance to Port Discovery, near 
where the Victoria-Seattle hound 
steamers turn at Wilson point to en- 
ter tho sound at Port Tovnsenil. 
Tugs wero sent from Port Townsend 
to the assistance of the vessel. 

The schooner Willie R. Hume Is 
owned by J. Jensen of San Francisco, 
and was built for him at North Bend, 
Oregon. She has been used since be- 
ing launched in the coast lumber 
trade. She is a four-masted schooner 
6l>5 tons gross, CS0 tons net, ami is 
1S3.1 feet long, oft.G feet beam and 
14.0 feet deep. She has a capacity of 
t»50,000 feet of lumber. 



CAPT. WALLACE LANGLEY 
MAY BUILD STEAMER 



For Trade on the Skeena River Next 
Season — Well Known River Navi- 
gator Returns 



It Is probable that more river steam- 
ers will be operated on the Skeena. 
river during the coming season than 
ever before iii the history of the river. 
Capt. Wallace Langley, who arrived 
from Seattle yesterday, where he and 
his brother, Howard Langley, landed 
from the steamer Dolphin, after tying 
up tlio former's river steamer Tanna 
at Lower LeBarge in readiness to make 
an early trip with perishables for the 
Fairbanks district next spring, Is the 
latest to enter the Skeena river trade. 
He will spend some time in looking 
over the situation and If it is as sat- 
isfactory as he thinks it is, ho will 
build a modern sternwheel river 
steamer specially constructed for the 
service. The Hudson's Ray company 
has Invited tenders for a new steamer 
similar to the lost Mount Royal, and 
as soon as these are passed upon by 
tho commissioner at Winnipeg, it will 
be constructed and It is possible that 
two steamers will be built for this 
company. It Is reported that the B. 
C. Development and Trading company 
will also build a steamer for the ser- 
vice and the steamer Hazelton, which 
alono survived this season, will be 
continued on the river. The Cale- 
donia will continue running to tho 
canyon. 

Capt. Wallace Langley owns tho 
steamer Tanna which operates from 
Fairbanks with himself as muster ami 
his brother, Howard Langley, as en- 
gineer. He lefl Fairbanks October I 
with tin.' steamer soon after his return 
from St. Michaels, whore he took 70 
passengers for the steamer Ohio and 
returned with a fall cargo for Fair- 
banks, his departure marking a. new 
record for lateness in leaving the Tan- 
ana camp. Three days were spent in 
tho Tanana, and Fort Gibbon was left 
on October 7, and Dawson Oct. 16, the 
steamers Casca and Prospector being 
tho only ones to follow him. Soon af- 
ter the Tanna left Dawson the ther- 
mometer fell to 20 degrees below zero 
and tho steamer was caught in running 
Ice between White river and Stewart. 
If a mild spell had not followed neith- 
er the Tanna nor the Casca nor Pros- 
pector would have reached 'White 
Horse. 

The Tanna brought 30 passengers up 
river, mostly from Tanana. The 
Tanana district produced between 
seven and eight million dollars in gold 
this season, and would probably have 
totalled ten millions had It not been 
fo the effect of the general strlko in 
tho district. 



The steamer Kumerlc loft. Manila 
for this port and Tacorna via tho usual 
ports October 20. 

The steamer Hercules passed up yes- 
terday to Comox to load bunker co.il. 
Sho is talcing a cargo of grain from 
the Sound for Hongkong. 

The steamer Strathoarn, after dis- 
charging 500 tons of nitrate for tho 
Victoria Chemical works, leaves his 
morning for Port Hadlock to load lum- 
ber. 



Tho signalling of shipping at the 
entrance to tho Straits of Juan de 
Fuca and off Vancouver island must 
bo greatly Improved before the sys- 
tem which became effective In Oc- 
tober in Japan, is equalled, There 
the government has taken over the 
service of signalling shipping and 
notifying shipowners and private per- 
sons of tlie signalling of vessels from 
coast stations and also of conveying 
messages to and from shipping by 
means of signals, etc. On tills coast 
on tho other hand reports arc gen- 
erally conspicuous by their absence as 
tho government telegraph wire is 
usually down when vessels pass tho 
coast light stations; but a promise Is 
made that ah improvement will take 
place when the wireless telegraph 
stations at Estovan point, near llcs- 
quolt, and at Pachena point aro com- 
pleted and able to communicate with 
•rt.it at Victoria. No system has. 
however, been arranged which would 
compare with the thorough one 
adopted In Japan. Across the straits 
shipping reports aro furnished by the 
American government by means ot 
its weather observing department, be- 
ing secured from Tatoosh at tho en- 
trance to tho Straits of Juan de 
Fuca, 

Tho new Japanese "regulations per- 
taining to tho signalling of steamers 
at signalling stations in Japan," just 
Issued, state that tho scrvico will bo 
divided Into two sections, that is, re- 
porting pjasslng and signalling of 
messages. The reports of passing will 
bo transmitted to the applicant for 
such service through the government 
telegraph otlice, the sum of five cents 
being added to the telegraph tolls for 
those who register, for which a fee 
of 50 cents per year will he c harged, 
and 10 cents will bo added for eacli 
report to those unregistered. Tho re- 
port will give tho ship's name, station 
she has passed and time of passing, 
and will be filed at once as tho vessel 
passes the signalling station. Night 
reports will be charged double. 

The 'regulations say: ' Those who 
wish to regularly receive reports of 
sighted vessels must apply to the 
local telegraph office giving the fol- 
lowing information: Vessel's name 
(If necessary, her signal Hags and the 
lino sho Is engaged onl nationality, 
owner, name of lighthouse or signal 
station from which report is desired 
and name and address of applicant 
or receiver. In Hie case of individual 
instances an application must bo made 
about the time the vessel Is expected 
to pass. 

"Owners or agents desiring to com- 
municate by signal with vessels must 
apply to the local telegraph olllco 
giving the following information: 
Name of vessel, nationality, name of 
lighthouse or signal station, name 
and address of applicants. 

'For tills service communication 
with vessels, while the registration 
fee is the same, the charge made for 
tho signalling service is 50 cents plus 
telegraphic tolls, and signals 'received 
from the ship must bo paid for by the 
■ receiver. Signals can lie mailed or 
telegraph to tile stations, the time of 
j holding a message being limited to ,'10 
(days from the date the communica- 
tion is to lio made. 

In consequence of the new slg- 
I nailing arrangement which became 
I effective from October 1, all steamers 
j plying to Japan are requested to 
I hoist their signals when approaching 
| signal stations on the Japanese coast, 
j if private signals are desired they 
can be arranged between vessel anc! 
agents, but must bo sanctioned by the 
■'Navigation Route Marks Adminis- 
tration Bureau." 

Tin' charge for service Is made only 
when signals are received or com- 
munication held, one of the rules In 
this Instance, literally translated, be- 
ing typically Japanese. It reads: "In 
the event of tho lighthouse being un- 
able to ascertain the name of tho ves- 
sel, oven when tin" vessel stated in 
the application had passed the. coast 
of the lighthouse, or In case where 
the lighthouse was wholly unaware of 
the passing o£ tin- said vessel, tho 
intelligence shall not be issued." 

Signalling between ship and signal 
station will bo effected by day by 
moans of the Union signal code, and 
at the request of owner or ag.mt ar- 
rangement will be made to signal at 
night by means of lights. 

DOLPHIN LOSES SAILOR. 

Foil From Sideoort While Steamer was 
Loading Salmon and was Drowned. 

Arrivals from tho north by tho 
steamer Dolphin, who came to Victoria 
yesterday by the steamer Chippewa, 
tell of a peculiar accident which cost 
Albert Knutson, a. seaman, his life 
while the steamer was loading salmon 
at Petersburg, near Juneau. The car- 
go was boing taken on board through 
a side port, open doors higher than 
a man's head and a number of times 
broader than the ordinary door, open 
on sides of the vessel. ICnudson was 
employed piling the cases as they wore 
passed over to him across the ship. 
He was standing on a case of salmon 
to reach the top of the pile he was 
arranging. In reaching above bis 
head Knutson lost his balance and fell 
directly out through the open hatch 
into the water. The tldo was running 
swiftly and the unfortunate sailor was 
bcrno rapidly away. 

A rope was thrown to Knutson al- 
most as soon as he struck the water, 
Ho grasped for It and missed It. By 
tho time a boat was lowered to his, 
assistance he had disappeared. His 
fellow sailors dragged for the body and 
recovered it after about two hours.

Steamer Victoria Beats Umatilla to 
Port by Fifteen hours, 

The Seattle Times states that bets 
totalling $10,000 were waged on a race 
from Capo Nome to Senttlo between 
tho steamers Victoria and Umatilla 
won by tho former by 15 hours. The 
Victoria left Capo Nome 20 minutes 
before tho Umatilla. 

Tho weather was good In tho Bering 
,sea und the Umatilla gained steadily 
on the Victoria, overhauling her be- 
fore reaching Nunlvak island. As tho 
ship bore down on the Victoria, some 
of the lalter's passengers grew wor- 
ried about their bets, and a few of 
them hedged on tho original wagor, 
Others who wero confident of the Vic- 
toria toDk up all that was offered, 
even after tho Umatilla, disappeared 
from sight far ahead. A bad galo 
sprang up before Unlmak Pass was 
reached, and in this tho Umatilla met 
hor Waterloo In tho nice. Sho had 
superior coal, but her lines arc bad 
for such seas as the southeasterly 
winds wero piling up against her, and 
as tho Victoria slipped through Unl- 
mak Pass, the Umatilla was to be seen 
about ten miles astern.

He told mo 
before we left Nome that he would 
reach Seattle tlrst, if he had to burn 
every stick of furniture in the ship. 
1 believe there were several Nome 
people and some of our passengers who 
disagreed with that idea and permit- 
ted themselves to risk a little money 
on their Judgment. 



LAST TO LEAVE 

Duncric Sailed From Cape Nome on 
Monday Slosing the Season 

The last steamer to leave Cape 
Nome this season was the steamer 
Duncric which has been carrying coal 
from Ladysmlth to the northern port 
all season. The Haydes, which also 
took coal north, left (.'ape Nome on 
October 25, and three days later .no 
Dunoric started south. On arrival 
here the Duneric will proceed to Cal- 
cutta and will be opera.ted In company 
with the steamer Tlnhow In a service 
between Durban and Calcutta. 



WILL BUILD DOCK 

United States Will Spend two Million 
Dollars on Bremerton Drydock 

Admiral R. C. Holllday, chief of the 
bureau of docks and yards of the 
United States navy, who has been vis- 
iting Bremerton, Is quoted by the Se- 
attle Post Intelligencer as stating that 
tho "United States navy department 
rroposes to build at Bremerton the 
biggest and best dry dock not only on 
the Pacific coast, hut one which will 
excel any dock in tho country. 

"This dry dock Is "planned to cost 
$2,000,000," said Admiral Hollyday, 
"and will be designed to accommodate 
any warship that may be built tor 
years to come, and also any ocean lin- 
ers that might be pressed into service 
In time of war as transports. Tho 
dock Is to be 800 feet long, which Is a 
greater length than the giant new lin- 
ers recently put into commission by 
the Cunard line, and than any vessels 
now planned to be built in any pant 
of the world. , oi 

"The sum of KTn.OQO will be needed 
in addition to the million and a quart- 
er dollar appropriation made by tho 
Fifty-ninth congress". After the work 
has been begun, tho magnitude of tho 
enterprise is so great, four years' time 
will lie. required for its completion. 

"Besides this additional appropria- 
tion of $775,000 for the dock, we shall 
ask for an appropriation of approxi- 
mately $1,500,000 for various other 
Improvements at Bremerton. These 
will incude the building of sea walls, 
a large foundry, a pattern shop, a 
large supply house, additional officers' 
quarters, railway tracks and various 
other facilities for handling the busi- 
ness of What will be one of the two 
chief navy yards on the. Pacific. 



Marine Notes 

The steamer Yeddo, of the Austral- 
ian Mail line which cnrrled lumber 
from ChemainuB and Hastings and 
general cargo from Puget Sound and 
San Francisco arrived at Auckland 
on Tuesday last. 

The steamer Woolwich which 
brought Japanese hero and carried a 
cargo from Taconia for Kobe, urrlvetl 
at her destination on Tuesday.

The 
steamer Inveran, loaded with wheat 
for Europe, left Portland yesterday 
for Comox for bunker coal. 

Captain Christian Klcngenberg, of 
tho whaling ship Olga was acquitted 
of the murder of his chief engineer, 
Jackson D. Paul, by a jury in federal 
court, after live hours' deliberation 
Klcngenberg killed the chief engineer 
of the Olga Willie the vessel was frozen 
in Boring sea two years ago. Klcng- 
enberg took tho witness sland in his 
own behalf and testified that he shot 
Paul in self-defense when he attempt- 
ed to disarm the chief engineer, Who 
hod repeatedly threatened to kill the 
captain and his family. 

Reinsurance on the ship Arthur So- 
wall has been advanced to 4G per cent. 

The Norwegian steamer Hornolen 
reached San Francisco on Thursday 
with li,200 tons of coal from Nanalmo. 

The United States transport Crook, 
which has arrived at San Francisco 
from Manila, reports that Japan bus 
forbidden the export of coal to United 
Slates ports. 

The American ship Joseph B. Thom- 
as, which lias been chartered to load 
lumber at Chemalnus mills, arrived at 
Seattle on Thursday with 2,315 tons 
of coal from Newcastle, Australia. Sho 
was 7Z days from the Australian coal 
port and reports having spoken the 
schooner American 250 miles south- 
west of Capo Flattery. 

The steamer Governor, which sailed 
last night for San Francisco with a 
fair complement of passengers, took a 
largo shipment of fertilizer consigned 
to San Francisco by tho Pacific Whal- 
ing company, en route to Honolulu, as 
well as shipments of hides, tar and 
general freight.

NEW YORK STOCKS 
BECOME STAGNANT 



Market Exhibits Irregularities, 
But Undertone Remains 
Firm 



New York, Nov. 1.— The stock mar- 
ket was tranquil today and sank into 
a, semi-Stagnation, after various irre- 
gularities, but narrow fluctuations. 
The undertone was linn, but the mar- 
ket is still under the restrictions of 
the banking situation. The gradual 
clearing of this situation reflects a 
feeling of growing confidence in the 
stock market, but the facilities for its 
expression arc still hampered. Tenta- 
tive operations on margin, which have 
cropped up witli the casing of the 
call loan rate are now encouraging. 
Brokers' houses with interior connec- 
tions assert that there; is a potential 
demand for stocks from points out- 
side of New fork, but that be exe- 
cution of orders from these sources 
must await the receipt of actual cash 
shipments. 

Owing to exchange dittlcultics, there 
was a subsidence* of the forced liquida- 
tion Which has been a feature almost 
any day for some time past, and some 
disturbing rumors that wore in circu- 
lation yesterday were not confirmed 
and their influence waned. The strength 
of Pennsylvania had a sustaining effect 
on the whole list. There wen- addi- 
tional engagements of gold for import 
made today, but their influence was 
modified by the upturn in foreign ex- 
change rates which occurred. Tim 
scarcity of currency sharpens the de- 
mand for exchange. The easing of the 
local money market was given part of 
the responsibility fur tin- movement. 
The observance of the holiday abroad 
left the market without one of its 
usual sources of business and condi- 
tions became torpid. The easy clos- 
ing was atributed to some late selling 
out ( of collateral in loans. 

Bonds were irregular; total sales, 
par value, $2,510,000.

Mysterious Band Who Pay the "Pas- 
sive" Rates. 

The identity of the "Active Assist- 
ers" of Hayward's Heath Is one of 
the best-kept secrets that have ever 
baffled solution, says the London 
Leader. 

They came into existence Shortly 
after the commencement of the Pas- 
sive Resistance movement, their ob- 
ject being to defeat the latter by the 
singular device of secretly paying the 
withheld rates of local resistors. This 
unsolicited and impertinent philan- 
thropy lias always broken out at the 
very last >moment before the hearing 
of the ease, anil often the resistors 
.have waited in court all day, only to 
hoar that the rates they were there 
to protest against had been paid be- 
hind trloir backs. 

The peculiar method of operation is 
illustrated by what occurred on .Mon- 
day, when at the Hayward's Heath 
Petty Sessions, live prominent resist- 
ors were summoned. When the case 
was reached the superintendent in- 
formed the ,Beneh that CD 5s had been 
slipped Into his letter-box that morn- 
ing with the following type-written 
note: 

"To pay tlie rates of W. G. Ansel!, 
D. .Miller, R. Miller. .1. E. Tranter, ami 
W. 12. Stedman. Hoping it will make 
their poor consciences a little easier, 
witli tlie compliments of the Active 
Assisters, Sold again, and Mr. Plum- 
met- (assistant overseer) has got the 
money." 

Altogether, the "Active Assisters" 
have intervened in some eight or ten 
resistance eases, and have paid about 
£50 of other people's rates! At tlrst 
the registers imagined that they must 
lie tiie prey of mistaken generosity 
on tlie part of their own friends, and 
they sent an expostulation to the pa- 
pers. Then it was that the myster- 
ious donors made it clear that their 
liberality was Inspired simply by 
malice. The payments have always 
arrived In the same furtive manner, 
and a "Morning Leader" representa- 
tive was yesterday informed by One- 
who-ltnew-but-woUldn't-tell that only 
two people 111 the town had the re- 
motest idea of where the money came 
from.

KANGAROO FARM 

Established to Provide Supply of the 
Graceful Animals for Pets 

| Tlie Increasing popularity of kanga- 
1 roos and wallabies as pets has led to a 
curious departure in farming at 
I Lyncombc Mill, Bath, where the first 
! kangaroo farm in this or any other 
'country has been established, says the 
I London Express. 

The founders of tills enterprise tire, 
two Englishmen, Messrs. \V. II. Payne 
ami Jack Wallace, who probably know 
more aboul the unexplored Wilds of 
: Northwest Australia than any persons 
' living who are not native bushmen. 
Their wanderings in the remotest of 
savage Australasian district i covor a 
period of more than thirty years, and 
they are both seasoned bushmen, keen 
naturalists, and skllllled trappers. 
' They were tlie first persons to bring 
tlie beautiful and valuable antoloplno 
! kangaroo to this country, and at Lyn- 
, combe Hill they have Juu effected a 

j remarkable success in breeding from 



tills species one of the does having 
care of a youngster — the prettiest and 
liveliest little fellow imaginable, with 
a dainty little hoad exactly like that of 
an Italian greyhound. 

An Exprcaa representative was shown 
over the kangaroo farm by Mr. 
Payne who is now in charge at Bath, 
while Mr. Wallace is securing a new 
collection of animals, which are to ar- 
rive from tlie antipodes next April. 

Mr. Payne first led the way into the 
nursery — a large, bright apartment, 
heated very near to tropical tempera- 
ture. Comfortably quartered here 
were several young wallabies, with the 

The buildings and paddocks of the 

The buldings and paddocks of the 
farm cover about four acres, and they 
are surrounded by a high stone wall. 
The latter Is an essential on a kanga- 
roo farm, for, as Mr. Payne, pointed 
out, an old-mail kangaroo is a won- 
derful jumper. "Heighs of ten feet, 
and lengths of twenty feet are not un- 
common." he added; "and I have my- 
self measured a jump along the ground 
of eighteen feci in the largo paddock 
here;" 

It was interesting to sec half a 
dozen antelope kangaroos in one of the 
paddoelis hustling one another to se- 
cure a slice of bread Mr. Payne car- 
ried. They boxed and wrestled just 
like human beings. 

"The rarest kangaroos In England 
are to he seen in tlie Hello Vue Gar- 
dens, Manchester," said Mr. Payne, 
"and they nearly all wont from this 
farm, but the most interesting fact In 
relation to our kangaroo farm is thai 
we are doing a steadily increasing 
business with country gentlemen, with 
whom the Idea of having kangaroos at 
large In their parks is becoming very 
popular. Wallabies also are being 
bought In large numbers by well-to-do 
people." 

Kangaroos are decile and sensible 
pets, and they require very little at- 
tention. In tlie summon they live 
mainly on grass and sleep out of doors, 
In winter they require a shelter such 
as park doer have, and they do best on I LOST—

INCREASE BOUNTY . 
ON BEASTS OF PREY 

Alberni Conservative Associa- 
tion's View — Business ot 
Annual Meeting 



Alberni, B.C., Oct. 30.— Tho various 
Liberal-Conservative associations of 
the district of Alberni will urge upon 
the provincial government thai a' ma- 
terial increase be made in the bounty 
on panthers und wolves, which, ac- 
cording to many reliable reports, are 
rapidly increasing in the interior of 
Vancouver Island. 

The movement was started by Joseph 
A. Drlnkwater, owner of the Creat In- 
terior mine, at the annual meeting of 
the Alberni association on Saturday 
last. Mr. Drlnkwater has probably 
traveled more of the interior wilds ol 
this island than any other man, red or 
white, and has seen many evid 
of the slaughter of deer, elk, b 
and grouse, by the ravenous beasts of 
prey, which he would have extermin- 
ated. He says that if hunters had 
open season twelve months In the 
year they could not do as much to- 
wards the destruction of tho best 
game resources of the island as pan- 
thers and wolves are doing. He told 
the members of the association Of hav- 
ing seen dozens of remnants of car- 
casses of deer and elk in a day, and 
knew, from his own experience, that 
panthers preyed upon heaver and 
grouse, killing tho hens in the laying 
and hutching seasons and devouring 
the eggs. 

Mr. Drlnkwater contended thai there 
was not a panther or a wolf killed in 
these parts toTltiy because of the 
bounty of $7.80 on the former and $5 
on the latter. These beasts were killed 
whenever a nan with a gun chanced to 
meet them, and would be killed, under 
such circumstances, every time If 
there was not a cent In It. It would 
not pay a man to hunt panthers or 
wolves for the present bountj", and he 
suggested that it bo raised to $25 In 
both cases, which lie believed would 
induce hunters to take their dogs and 
ind make a business of hunting 



The meeting was unanimous in a 
decision to ask the government for a 
material increase In the bounty, anil 
undertook to enlist the support of all 
other associations in the district. 

Bears were also the subject of a 
talk by Mr. Drlnkwater. He Is an ad- 
vocate of a close season for hunting 
these wild animals, for which ho has 
developed a strong friendship. All 
alone for months, away out at the 
Great Interior mine, miles away from 
habitation, ho has enjoyed their com- 
pany. "Visitors to my mine," said 
he, "who havo seen these bears have 
wanted to kill them without regard to 
whether their hides were good or not. 
just for the fun of the thing, and C 
have prevented them. It is bad enough 
to kill a bear at any time, but to kill 
one wantonly 1 is altogether too bad. 
It. has often been a great pleasure to 
mo, when there was no other sign -of 
life about, to see these bears feeding 
on the side hills. They Income Quito 
tame if they are treated right, and 
they are always harmless. A bear 
cannot catch n deer if he wants to, but 
I have known bears to drive off pan- 
thers while the hitter were in the act 
of trying to kill a deer. A bear might 
try to steal a farmer's pig, but when 
he does the chances are against tho 
bear, that Is, if the farmer has ears 
to hear, and eyes to see, and knows 
how to handle a rifle.
